Notwithstanding the freely-expressed doubts of this match taking place, the 
same was brought, to a satisfactory conclusion on Tuesday. The doubts in 
the public mind a8 to the non-issue of the proceedings were engendered by the 
circumstance of Napper having beon apprehended by one of tho moustached 
sbirrt of Sir Richard Mayne from Scotland-yards He was examined at Mary- 
leone Police Court on Saturday, before Mr, ardley, who, to his great, credit 
be it spoken, indignantly ignored the sneaking mode in which the detective 
constabulary had caused his arrest, even althongh at the orders of the West. 
End Dickon. The worthy magistrate’s decision was received with universal 
applause; and it will be as well to give a report of the proceedings in connec- 
tion therewith, ‘They are as follow:— 

Mr, Yardley (without calling for any defence) said: Iean'tcome to any other 
conclusion than thut Napper is im roperly in custody. (His worship read the 
64th clause in the Metropolitan Police Act, which says, “Be it enacted that it 
shall be lawful for any constable belonging to the Metropolitan Police to take 
juto custody, without a warrant, all loose, idle, and disorderly persons whom 
he shall find disturbing the public peace, or whom he shall have good cause 
to suspect to have committed, or being about to commit, any felony, or mis- 
demeanor, or breach of the ence), &c. This means any person or persons, in 
my opinion, who are about mame jately to commit an offence. The person 
before me is wrongly in custody now. If he had been properly before me, I 

,could have ordered him to find bail for his being of good behaviour and pre- 
venting a breach of the peace. At present he is wrongly in custody. 

Inspector Williamson (chief at Scotland-yard): 1 took him into custody 
upon authority, 4 : 

Mr, Yardlpy: By whose authority ? 

Inspector Williamson: Sir Richard Mayne’s, . 

Inspester Webb handed the authority for the prisoner's apprehension to his 
worship, 

Mr. Yardley: I can only go upon my own opinion, and I may say upon my 
judgment. In this my opinion is, that you ought to have applied for proper 
process by having a warrant, if there were tangible grounds for it. 

Tospector Williamson; I took him into custody-——~ 

Mr, Yardley: I am not blaming you; you acted’ upon orders. Iam not 
saying you did not act without instructions. I have had put into my hands 
documents from the two law officers of the Crown. Usually, I may say, when 
T decide my epee is consistent with theirs, but in this case my opinion differs 
from theirs, His worship then again referred to that portion of the act which 
saya “ being about to commit a breach of the peace;” and said it all pointed to 
au immediate breaking of the peace. It does not speak of ‘a, or “any” 
remote disturbances likely tobe caused, The law as it is enacted is for an 
immediate and not for an impending breach, There is another reason in 
regard to this case, where the liberty of & subject should bo taken into con- 
sideration. This morning, when application was made to me to allow the 
defendant to be at large. upon saying that he had not his witnesses prescht till 
this afternoon, I allowed ii. I can now say, that in doing so I was right, for 
When &® man ig taken upon & warrant it is not absolutely so strong as being 
tuken into custody without process. When the defendant was here this 
morning he was not properly on his defence,
